nomines profited greatly by the practical
difficulty attending its stringent enforocement.
[t is hsrd to account in any other way for an
inerease in the Demceratie vote of the Fourth
ward from 2376 in October, 1870, ata
general election, to 2638, in Dacember, at a
apecial election, and for a similar increase of
the Democratic strength in the Socond and
Third wards.

It must be confessed, Lhiowevar, that, irre-
spective of all probable or actual frands on
the part of the Democracy, their manage-
ment of the canvass was wonderfally skilful
and efficient. The police force was never so
well handled.
